JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA. 

The present French mail brings advices from this port to 
the 30th March ; the French mail from London Jan. 29 was re- 
ceived on the 19th March, and the following P. and O. mail of 
Feb. 5 arrived out on the 23rd March. The Japan Herald sup- 
plies the following summary of news :— 

The ae fortnight has been remarkably scant of political news, 
the only item of importance which has transpired being the ap- 
pointment of Okubo, Kido, Itagaki, and Ito to inquire into the 
working of the present Government arrangements. As these 
officials are competent men, who have the confidence of the 
people, they will be able, if they really set to work in an honest. 
1 pe to suggest many much-needed reforms in the Government, 
the centralising tendencies of which, and the absorption of all 
power and emoluments by a few officials at Tokio, is calling forth 
a good deal of attention in the native press. The subject of the 
so oft talked of Parliament is also continually being discussed in 
the papers, and the number of letters written on the subject 
proves the interest excited, and the desire of the Japanese to be 
allowed some opportunity of expressing their views on the im- 
portant questions which are as yet decided exclusively by the 
ecreming bureaucracy, without any reference to the wishes of 
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The vernment has issued a notification again authorising the 
export of rice, which has consequently risen in price. The Ja- 
aban say that the friends and connections of the officers of the 

vernment, who were aware of the coming notification, have 
been buying up rice throughout the country, and are now reap- 
ay advantage of the increased value. 

e City of Peking arrived here on the 13th March, after a 
passage of a little over twenty days. Shebroke one of the blades 
of her screw three days prior to her arrival. The general opinion 
respecting the ship was one of disappointment, as it was felt that 
she was neither so large nor so fine as (from the interested enco- 
miums of the American papers) we been led to expect. 
Nevertheless, the ship is a fine one, and considering the want of 
experience in iron shipbuilding in America, the City of Peking 
is a very creditable attempt. 

The torpedo boat designed by Mr. E. S. Boynton, which has 
for some time been under construction for the Japanese Govern- 
ment at the yard of Messrs. Whitfield and Dowson, was launched 
on the 22nd March. It is expected that she will be in readi- 
ness to be used for making experiments in about a month. 
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A number of annoying taxes which, whilst causing much irri- 
tation, brought in but a very small revenue, have been repealed, 
and u’tax on the luxuries, sake and tobacco instituted in their 

lace. 
. The Mikado has been for some days confined to his palace by a 
slight illness, but is now recovering. It is rumoured that a re- 
sidence is to be constructed for him at Yokohama. 

Various suggestions are being made for constructing different 
lines of railroad throughout the country, bat as capital oom- 
mands a high rate of interest, the line would not be remunera- 
tive to native capitali 

The Pacific Mail Company's steamer

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HIOGO-OSAKA. 


Our advices by the present mail extend to the 20th March. 


The Hiogo News supplies the following items of intelligence :— 


There must be something radically wrong at the Yokohama 
branch of the Imperial Japanese Post-office when we receive 
eight weeks’ English papers by one mail. On the 19th March 
we received fron H.B.M.’s postal agent in Kobe our files of 
English papers from Nov. 23 to Jan. 9 inclusive, our files for 
thirteen days later having come to hand previously. On in- 
quiry »t H.B.M.’s Consulate we learnt that the whole of the 
eight packets had been received the same morning by the Ore- 
gonian in a sealed package, and also that letters bearin 
the London post mark of December 12 had been receive 
at the same time from Yokohama. Now that in this matter 
the Yokohama postal officials are disgracefully to blame is evi- 
dent, as, on examination, we found on one of our packets the 
Yokohama post-mark of bgt 5th, and on another that of Feb- 
ruary 22nd, the former having thus been six weeks coming from 
Yokohama to Kobe, although two or more steamers perform the 
journey in a day and a-half every week! We hcpe that for 
their own credit’s sake some of the new post-office officials will 
cause an inquiry to be made into the reasons for this extraordi- 
nary delay, and take steps to prevent so discreditable a circum- 
stance again taking place. 

The commanders of H.M.S. Sylvia and Mosguito have re- 
solved to take advantage of the glorious weather which we are 
now enjoying to give their men a day’s outing this week. Some 
athletic spurts have been held on the Race Course, at which the 
gallant “ Blue Jackets” contended in friendly rivalry for various 
prizes and the championship of their respective crews in speed, 
strength, and agility. A number of ladies were present, and 
the concuurse of native spectators was almost as great as on a 
race day. The commander and officers of the Sylva are greatly 
to be commended for the encouragement they give to the athle- 
tic sports. As the Sylvia is likely to make a long stay in these 
waters, we hope we shall have some more opportunities of wit- 
nessing her athletes compete. They have shown themselves to 
be very fair performers, and with a little more training they 
would be hard to beat. 

The Kobe Amateur Dramatic Corps have given a performance 
at the Gvmnasium Theatre. The house was not so well filled as we 
could have wished to see it, but the fact that nearly every lady 
of the community honoured the performance with her presence 
doubtless more than consoled the members of the corps for the 
paucity of the attendance of the sterner sex. The pieces chosen 
were “Milky White” and, “The Turkish Bath.” The Mem- 
bers of the Musical Union have given a Concert. A good pro- 
gramme, well carried out, was listened to by a large and atten- 
tive audience.

The man ran away, but was soon captured on the 
bund by the police.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN, 

It is positively announced from Tientsin that the Customs 
difficulty has terminated. The Territorial Taoutai issued a 
proclamation virtually promising that the new rule should be 
abandoned, and the merchants began opening their shops and 
taking delivery of their cargo; they stop again, however, 
at 11 a.m. on the 24th March, under advice that this proclama- 
tion would not actually protect them against the Customs 
Taoutai’s demand, and that they had better wait for the arrival 
of the Viceroy, who was expected thatevening. His Excellency 
did arrive in the afternoon, and was at once petitioned bv the 
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City of Peking arrived 
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merchants, in the sense of their previous remonstrances. The 


| latest news, dated 26th March, says that the Viceroy has given 


positive instructions to the Customs’ Taoutai to abandon his 
proposed changes, and revert to the old order of things. 

The Peking Gazette of the 6th March contains a sensible pro- 
test by the late Viceroy of Nanking against a proposal by the 
Censor Hu Ting-kwei to raise funds for repairing the banks of 
the Yellow River, by issuing 200 extra salt licenses. The Vice- 
roy pithily suggests that, if there were an opening for the gale 
of the salt, the idea would be a useful one; but the sécret lies 
rather in quickening consumption than in increasing supplies. 
There is alea such an accumulation of salt in the hands of 
licensees that shee have to take it in yearly turns to sell ¢heir 
stock ; and to add more, would be to risk a deadteck. If the 
Viceroy had added that the abolition of the monopoly and the 
imposition of a light duty would be a means both of increasing 
revenue and quickening consumption he would have told a use- 


fal truth. af 
The Peking Gazette of the 4th March contains a memorial 
from Shen Pao-cheng and the authorities of Fob-kien, asking 


that certain restrictions on emigration to, and trade with, 
Fermesa be removed. An edict granting the request was pub- 
lished on the 15th February. The memorial is sensible and in- 
teresting. 





SHANGHAT. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 2nd 
April; the French mail from London, Feb. 12, was received 
on the 30th March. The following summary of news is from 
the North China Herald :— 


The elections for the Municipal Council for the ensuing year 
came off on the 6th and 7th April. Thirteen candidates have 
been nominated, and have declared their willingness to serve if 
elected. We are very glad to see that there is to be again a 
lively contest. “Contest” is perhaps not the right word to ap- 
ply to an election in Shanghai, because the gentlemen nominated 
do not canvass for suffrages, and consent, rather than seek, to en- 
ter upon office. But it is desirable, for the satisfaction even of 
these gentlemen themselves, as well as for the satisfaction of the 
community andthe honour and glory of our Municipal institu- 
tions, that there should be more than the necessary nine 
names placed before the Electors. The latter can certainly not 
complain if there are no more, because the remedy is in their 
own hands; it is in the power of any two electors to nominate 
a qualified candidate. But it is far more gratifying to the Coun- 
cillors themselves to feel that they hold office by popular choice, 
ratber than as 2 matter of course because no choice existed. In 
fact, we believe several of the gentlemen who have come forward 
on the present occasion did so on condition that there should be 
enough nominations to ensure a contest. And it certainly tends 
to make the office more honourable, that it should be the result 
of real election, instead of going a-begging, as it has sometimes 
done. We should like to see, always, a score of nominations ; 
and the more there are, the more ready will men be to stand. 
It is quite clear that no more than nine men can be elected, so 
gome must be left out; and the more companions there are 
likely to be in defeat, the less hesitation will there be to incur 
the chance. 


Another seizure of opium, alleged to be smuggled, has been 
made. The attention of some /ekin runners was attracted to a 
jinriksha, in which a foreigner, who said his name was Walker, 
and a coolie were riding ; and, according to Walker's statement, 
they forcibly dragged both him and the coolie out of the vehicle. 
The coolie had several balls of opium concealed in different 
parts of his clothing, which Walker claimed as his. All eon- 
cerned went to the Central Police-station, where a charge of as- 
sault against the runners was made by Walker, and he was per- 
mitted to take the opium away with him on the understanding 
that all were to appear next morning at the Mixed Court. The 
case was ribs before Chén ee sis ates, the ban ripen 
sor; but, Walker claiming to be a British subject, the charge 
was dismissed. 

The talk of the garrulous frequenters of the city tea-shops has 
turned of late almost exclusively on the tonsorial institution. 
A portion of the Imperial mourning order, twenty-four days 
of abstinence from the razor, yet remains before barbers can le- 
gally resume their occupation.

roclamation makes this one thousand blows as regards unprivi- 
eged persons, and degradation or fine as regards persons of literary 
or official rank. No case of severe beating is reported, and some 
cases are said to have been dismissed by the magistrate with a re- 
primand. Field-labourers are commisserated, for they more than 
others complain of theaching from which they suffer when unshorn 
until the hair attains considerable length. As natives living in 
the foreign settlement are generally found shorn, the mandarin 
runners in the city are often perplexed when they see a well- 
dressed fellow, whose head is clean shaved, whether to seize him 
or not. When they are sure that it is a city wan who has thus 
offended—and multitudes do offend, encouraged by the immuni 
that is extended to our native fellow-residente—they

A prospectus has been issued of a water works company, which 
proposes to take up the very necessary project of supplying the 
settlement with pure water. The projectors purpose taking 
water from the Hwangpoo, at a point below Dow’s Wharf. The 

roposed capital is Tis. 30,000, to be raised in 300 shares of 
Is. 100 each. 

The annual general meeting of the Shanghai Cricket Club has 
been held. The statement of accounts showed that the Club 
was not so flourishing pecuniarily as it might be; and it was 
resolved to authorise the incoming committee to ask the Recre- 
ation Fund trustees for a gift of Tls. 500 towards the general 
improvement of the ground. Some other subjects were also dis- 
cussed, in connection with the ensuing season’s campaign, and 
the following were elected as the committee for the year :— 
Messrs. Tate, St. Croix, Souper, Scott, Caldbeck, Anderson, and 
Hamilton. 

The Kanagawa Marw met with an accident during her pas- 
sage from Nagasaki to this port. Off the Amherst Rocks she 
broke her shaft, of course rendering the engines useless, Sail 
was made, and the steamer reached port, and has been towed to 
Tung-ka-doo Dock. 

The steamer Glenfinlas, having damaged some of the blades 
of her propeller in the Suez Canal during the passage out, has, 
to avoid the expeuse of docking, been canted at the Hongkew 
wharf sufficiently for the necessary repairs to be made. 

On the 30th March astrong party of seamen and marines, 
with band, pioneers, and a field gun, were landed from H.M.S. 

Modeste, and marched to the Race Course ; where, under the 
command of Captain Buller, they were put through some field 
movements, which were performed with great precision. 

The members of the Nagasaki Rowing Club have invited the 
members of the Yokohama, Kobe and Shanghai Clubs to join in 
a sean, Viren ad ae ata Regatta in Nagasaki, during the first 
week in May. The race to be rowed in Canton fours, without 
sliding seata. We hear that the invitation is to be accepted by 
the S.R.C., and that the selection of a crew is going on. 


FOOCHOW. 
F The subjoined items of intelligence from this port are taken 


from the FPoochow Herald of the 4th April :— 


We learn from a creditable source that the Peking authorities 
have so far acknowledged the Great Northern Telegraph Com- 
ny’s claims in agreeing to discuss them, and that Shen Pao 
Chea Tiiperial Commissioner at the Arsenal—has been ap- 
saa to act on behalf of his Government, while Lieutenant 
ultz—at present in Foochow—the Secretary to the Danish 
Legation, will act for General Rassloff. We shall await the re- 
sult with much interest. 

H.B.M.’s Consul has been occupied the greater part of one 
day in hearing a case of alleged threatened assault and riotous 
conduct, between two belligerent British subjects. The plaintiff 
certainly looked big enough to hold his own, and it is unneces- 
sary to add that the defendant was not a man of very formid- 
able proportions or particularly unamiable visage. Defendant 
had on a former occasion been assaulted by the plaintiff. The 
Consul thought that the ends of justice would be satisfied by 
binding defendant in the sum of £100 to keep the peace for 

months. 
e are informed that Monsieur de Segonza, acting Director 
of the Arsenal, has left for Tai-Wan, to assist in operations 
against the Formosan tribes, 





HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the 8th April; no 


later mail from Londen had been received since the 30th March. 


The following items of intelligence are from the Hong Ko 
Daily Press = ees 
We are in receipt of further particulars of the loss of the ill- 
fated Ywen-tee-fee. She left Amoy on the 27th March, and an- 
chored outside, in consequence of thick foggy weather. She 
sailed again the next morning, and at 5.10 a.m. she struck vio- 
lently on Dodd’s Island, notwithstanding that the engines had 
been stopped immediately on sighting ‘the land. At each sea 
she gave several lurches, and every time went higher on to the 
rocks. The engines were set 2-going at intervals, with a view 
of backing her off. She, however, stuck on rocks thirty feet 
under water. Immediately after she struck the passengers and 
luggage were landed, and endeavours were continually made to 
get the ship off, until the 29th March. At that time the fires 
were put out, and she gradually lay over on the starboard 
side and sunk. All the boats were destroyed previously, ex- 
cept one, which had been sent to Amoy to take the news 
and send out assistance. All the passengers landed by means 
of jumping over the bow on to the rocks, and their luggage was 
saved in the same way. She was abandoned twice by the crew, 
but they returned to her a ers with the view of saving what 
could be saved, and ta see if the veasel could by any means be 


got off. H.1.0,M gunboat Leng Feng sent a boat to the island 
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with provisions and water, and subsequently took all on board 
from the island, and proceeded to Amoy, where they were 
landed, after experiencing the greatest kindness from Captain 
Cocker and the officers of the Leng Feng. A Naval Court of In- 
quiry was held, presided over by Lieut. eng 4 at which were 
present also Captain Cocker and Mr. Phillips, British Vice Con- 
sul. The certificate of the captain of the Yuwen-tze-fee was sus- 
pended for three.months for an error of judgment, but his con- 
duct after the wreck received great praise. The engineers, 
firemen, and seamen embarked on board the Douglas, and have 
arrived here. - 

The liquidation and arrangements for the resumption of 
business by the well-known travellers’ bank, Bowles Brothers 
and Co., are progressing fivourably. Mr. Charles Bowles ar- 
rived in Japan from America by the City of Peking and left by 
the present mail. On his arrival in Geneva the bank proposes 
to re-open its doors and resume business. Mr. Bowles came to 
Japan to meet the Japanese creditors of the house, whose 
interests,from being the most distant, were the most prejudiced ; 
but by special arrangement with the Japanese and Forei 
Agency Company to act as agents of the liquidation and the 
judicious selection of the Oriental Banking Corporation, to act 
as trust depositary for the funds for payment of ae &c., 
on the spot, in Japan, without charge to the bondholders, even 
these most distant creditors may be cared for as well as if at the 
counters of the bank in Europe and America. Such efforts and 
goodwill to retrieve commercial disaster deserve success, what- 
ever may be the obstacles. The total liquidation of a bank’s 
debts, by funding process or any other, is a rure example, and 
we can but wish it success, particularly as it cannot fail to have 
a good effect on foreign bank uredit in Japan. 

he Government Gazette contains an order made by his Excel- 
lency the Acting Administrator, as follows :—By virtue of the 
provisions of Section VI. of the Lighthouse Ordinance, 1873, it 
is ordered : ‘1, That every ship which enters the waters of the 
colony after the 16th April shall pay the following light dues, 
that 18 to say, one cent perton. 2. It is further ordered, by 
virtue of Section VIII. of the same Ordinance, that such steamers 
of the Hong Kong, Canton, and Macao Steamboat Company, 
Limited, as enter the waters of the colony by day, and all Chi- 
nese junks, be exempt from payment of light dues.” 

In the Vice Admiralty Court the Ava v. Rona case came on 
again before the Chief Justice. The Attorney-General appeared 
for the owners of the Ava, and Mr. Kingsmill for the owners 
of the Rona. After the questions at issue had been argued by 
counsel, his Lordship made some suggestions for a compromise, 
and ultimately the motion was adjourned sine die, to enable the 
parties to come to a settlement. 

An Indian chain-gang guard belonging to the Victoria Gaol 
is reported to be missing, and it is said that he was in the habit 
on pay day of visiting the gambling-houses on the borders of 
British Kowloon. These dens, which it was understood were to 
be suppressed, are reported to be in full activity again, and draw 

reat numbers of house boys, coolies, and other servants from 
Fong Kong. 

The steamer Jraowaddy, with the present mail, which left 
Shanghai on the 2nd April for this port, was detained at. the 
Woosung bar for twenty four hours. 

Owing to the density of the atmosphere and the unfavour- 
able nature of the weather generally yesterday, it was not pos- 
sible to observe the eclipss of the sun in this colony. 














STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
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SINGAPORE. | 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 15th 
April. The P. and O. mail from Loudon 5th March, was re- 
ceived on the 9th April, and the following French mail of 
March 12 arrived out on the 13th April. The following sum- 
mary of the news is from the Stratis Times :— 


We are glad to observe a notification in the Government Gazette, 
announcing the appointment of Mr. Welner as Commander of 
the steamer Pluto, vice Commander McEwen, resigned. Capt. 
McEwen’s appointment was made by the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies,—a little bit of patro that has been not only 
expensive, but of little benefit to the Colony, as he was only 
here a few months before promotion to a more lucrative position 
in the Hong Kong civil eervice. Captain McEwen was no 
doubt acompetent master for the vessel, but we presume there 
are thousands of other shipmasters quite as competent ; and the 
command of our little local steamer is a very small office on 
which to exercise high official patronage, especially so great a 
distance from home. His appointment to the Pluto, while it 
was an injustice to Mr. Welner, who not only held the acting 
appointment but was entitled to the promotion, was merely a 
tentative measure, to make this Colony pay for his support until 
some other convenient opening offered for him. We trust that 
Mr. Welner will this time be permitted to enjoy his prumotion, 
undisturbed by further petty Colonial Office patronage. 

In view of the prevalence of cattle diseases in the Settie- 
ments, entailing severe losses upon the native owners, we are 
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glad to observe that a manual of the more deadly forms of cattle 
disease, printed in Hindostanee, has been prepared by Mr. J. 
H. B. Haller, President of the Indian Cattle Plague Commission, 
whose report was published as an appendix to the Government 
. Gazette of the 27th of February last. Copies will be furnished 
t oany persons able to read Hindostanee, on application to the 
Colonial Secretary. We trust the work may prove of great benefit 
to the native cattle owners. | 
We regret to Jearn of another fatal accident on board ship, 
through leaving the hatches open at night. Mr. Hermann Behr- 
inann, chief officer of the German ship Senator Jken, lying along- 
side Tanjong Pagar Wharf, on coming out of the cabin stepped 
into the after hatch, which was open, and was precipitated into 
the ship’s hold, a depth of nearly thirty feet, sustaining such 
severe injuries that he died next morning. The ship was taking 
in ballast, and the coolies had worked late, which accounted for 
he hatch being kept open until after dark. So many accidents 
have occurred through lack of precaution in closing the hatch- 
ways of ships that too much care cannot be taken to guard 
against their possibility. _ 
At a meeting of the Sarawak Committee of Administration, 
held at Kuching on the 15th March, the President informed the 
meeting that the question of the formation of a steam naviga- 
- tion company in Ruching might be considered settled, all the 
hares having been taken up, and that upon receipt of a tele- 
gram from H.H. the Rajah confirming the conditions on which 
he company is formed, the transfer of the Royalist would be at 
once carried out. 

The s.s. Calabar, Capt. Hatchison, which has just completed 

epair at Tanjong Pagar Wharf, has had a trial trip, when she 
attained a speed of 10} knots per hour. After taking in about 
100 tons of cargo, she still kept up a speed of nine to ten knots, 
which would probably be exceeded after some hours’ working 
of the machinery. 

Captain Dunlop, Inspector-General of Police, proceeded to 
Malacca last week in the Pluto, and is still in that Settlement, 
busied with duties connected with the police force in Malacca 
and the native States. We are informed that the ruler of Rum- 
bowe has lately assumed a more friendly attitude towards the 
British authorities, and has promised to render every assistance 

n endeavouring to discover the perpetrators of the robbery and 
murder at Chin Chin. 

A Chinese prisoner has attempted to escape from the criminal 
prison. He had gained access to the loft between the ceiling and 
the roof of his cell, and then by removing the tiles emerged ona 
sat of portico, where he was discovered by the eae and was 
secured: During the same night a prisoner in one of the separate 
cells committed suicide by hanging himself to the bars of the 
ventilator, by means of a handkerchief or piece of cloth twisted 
up into a rope. The latter was, we hear, one of those charged 
with participating in the late outbreak. 

The Governor has returned from Malacca in the Pluto, and 
has since left on a visit to Penang, from whence he will return 
in about eight days. 

The new lighthouse at the entrance to the Straits of Malacca 
is approaching completion.

BRITISH BURMAH AND WESTERN CHINA. 

(May 11.) Mr. S. Lioyp asked the Under Secretary of State for India 
whether he had any objection to lay upon the table of the House copies 
of all correspondence respecting trade between British Burmah and 
Western China since 17th Feb. 1873, between the Secretary of State 
for India and the Governor-General of India, between the latter and 
the Chief Commissioner and Political Agent of British Burmah, be- 
tween the said Chief Commissioner and his agents at Mandalay and 
Bhamo, between the Mandalay agent and the Government of Burmah, 
and between the Governor-General of India and Her Majesty's Minister 
at Peking (in continuation of Parliamentary paper, ‘‘ Rangoon and 
Weatern China,” No. 258 of Session 1873). 

Lord G. HaMItTon said that he proposed shortly to lay upon the 
table papers giving the reason for the despatch of the expedition from 
British Burmah to Weatern China, and also giving an account of the 
attack made upon the party. He thought that the papers would in- 
clude nearly all the correspondence respecting the trade between Bur- 
mahand China. 





Sir Charles Dilke will ask the Under-Secretary of State for India, on 
the 24th inst., whether the Indian Government have any information 
as tothe Chinese attack on the dominions of the Ameer of Kashgar 
other than that which has appeared in the newspapers; and whether 


any instructions have been sent to the British Minister at Peking upon 
the subject. 
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THE JAVA RAILWAYS. 


It is—our Dutch correspondent has several times stated— 


the firm intention of the Dutch Minister of the Colonies, 
Mr. Van Goltstein, to take the necessary measures to com- 
plete the railway-net in Java, and provide Sumatra with 
these means of communication. Upto this moment both the 


Dutch Government and the Chamber have shown a good deal 
of good-will ; the general conviction prevails that more railways 


must be built, but- the Dutch are proverbially slow regardin 

measures to improve the condition of their colonies, even o 
those which provide the Dutch treasury with hundreds of mil- 
lions of guilders, so that Holland could be provided with a 
railway-net without borrowing one penny. 


It is a most satisiactory fact that the Dutch Minister has 


sent Mr. A. W. P. Verherk Pistorius to London, in order to 
study the manner in which the English Government maintains 
regular relations between its Colonial Governments and that of 
the mother country. This voyage will most probably have an 


excellent effect, and will induce both the Government and 
the Chambers to make more haste than hitherto to provide 
those rich islands of Java and Sumatra with more com- 
plete means of communication. If the money which has been 
spent upon that unhappy Atchin war was disposed of in behalf 
of the above-stated purpose, the outlay, we think, would have 
been more profitable than now will be the case. The rail- 
ways in the Dutch East Indies consist, at the present time, 
of two lines only. The entire length of the main line from 
Samarang to Djokjokarta is 165.7 kilometres, that of the 
branch from Kedoeng-Djatie to Willem I. 36.4 kilometres. The 
other railway runs in a direction due south from Batavia to 
Buitenzorg, and its length is 55.1 kilometres. Both these lines 
of railway were constructed under Government concessions by 
the Netherlands India Railway Company, whilst the Dutch Go- 
vernment became responsible for an amount of annual interest, 
which was provisionally fixed at £1.630,000, but with the condition 
that the obligations to pay this sum should only remain in force 
so long as the net annual profit derived from this line should 
fall short of that sum. -The amount was subsequently raised 
to 765,000 guilders, whilst the duration of the guarantee was 
extended to the year 1906. It does not suit our purpose to 
sketch the financial history of this Company ; it is enough to 
state that it was an eventful and troublesome one. The first 
sod of the railway from Samarang to Willem I. and Djoejo- 


-karta was cut at the first-named place on the 27th of June, 


1864, and the sum total expended up to the Ist of January, 
1873, was about nineteen millions of guilders, viz, for the main 
line at the rate of 86,900 guilders per kilometre, and in respect 
of the branch line at the rate of 138,800 guilders per kilometre. 


The average cost thus was 96,100 guilders per kilometre. 


The concession for the line from Batavia to Buitenzorg 
was also granted in 1864, but not until five years later 
was its construction commenced, and it was completed to- 
wards the end of 1872—the total length of this main line 
and its branches being 58.4 kilometres, which cost 54,500 
guilders per kilometre, or, in toto, 3,200,000 guilders, to which 
must still be added the expenditure for railway material and 
rolling-stock, viz., 3,700 florins per kilometre. The total cost 

including stations, rolling stock, &c., for both the iaain and 
branch lines was thus 22,780,000 guilders, or nearly £1,898,333, 
of which ten per cent. had tu be spent for raising the necessary 
capital. The rolling-stock on the Samarang line consisted at 
the end of the year 1873—the returns do not go any further yet 
—of 237 waggons and trucks, and theentire distance run by 
the nineteen locomotives during the said year was 459,954 kilo- 
metres, and the number of passengers tickets reached the cipher 
of 565,733, for which 431,593 guilders were paid. The quantity 
of goods conveyed during that year for account of private indi- 
viduals was 83,559 tous, paying for freight 1,006,034 guilders, 
being an average rate of £1 pe ton. The gross receipts amounted 
to 1,575,010 guilders, and the expenditure 748,251 guilders, re- 
presenting about 474 per cent. of the gross receipts, and the net 
revenue on the working of the year was 826,759 guilders. The 
traffic expenditure for the previous year was nearly nine per 
cent. more than in 1873. The rolling-stock of the Batavia rail- 
way consisted of thirty carriages and fifty-five waggons of all 
kinds. The aggregate distance run by the trains was 140,750 
kilometres. The total numberof passengers conveyed was507,528, 
and the sum received for their conveyance 249,309 guilders. The 
aggregate quantity of merchandise was 12,631 tons, giviug a re- 
ceipt of 70,307 guilders. The gross revenue amounted to 
379,547 guilders, and the expenditure 174,250 guilders, via, 
forty-six per cent. The results of the working of both lines for 
the above-mentioned year were :—

HOLLAND. 
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(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPOXDENT.) 
AmareapaM, May 12, 


For several days the Second Chamber has been occupied with diacuss- 
jag a Bill to regulate the establishment of manufactories, which was car- 
ried in to-day’ssitting. Mr. A. Kuyper, the leading member of the anti- 
Revolutionary party, has asked permission to interpellate the Ministry 
about their intentions regarding the improvement of the education- 
laws. Probably this will cause a very warm debate. You will re- 
member that two Radicals are making a crusade vei ep country 
to agitate fur an improvement in the neutral schools. © opponents 
of ie State schools, on the contrary, are demonstrating that it is 
only equitable that those who pay out of their own pockets for 

instruction for their children should be reimbursed from the 
reasury to the amount which the State would have to pay if 
they did not maintain their own schools, The question will be 
the principal one at the forthcoming elections for members of the 
Second Chamber. In this battle for the “to be or not to be” of 
the neutral schools it is very doubtful what the Minister will do or 
what he will promise. He certainly is most liberal in promises, as is 
proved by the following fact. For several years there was a question 
of making dry land of part of the Zuydersee, a surface of 195,000 
hectares. -Some time ago a concession wag asked by a few gentlemen, 
who demanded a subsidy of f.47,750,000, whilat the total cost of the 
work was estimated at f.140,000,000 which of course was to be covered 
by the sale of the reclaimed land. The Minister, however, has declined 
to grant this concession, and prefers that the work should be done by 
the State—and he asks for a preliminary credit of {,8,000, for a special 
survey. 

It is said that the newly-appointed Minister of the War Department 
will introduce some important alterations in the administration of his 
ofice. This most certainly is a step in the right direction, and goes to 
show that the Minister differs from his predecessors, who were mere 
men of straw, whilst the Secretary-General was the actual Minister. 
In the military periodical, Pro Patrie, a proposal is made to memo- 
rialise the King for the introduction of obligatory military service, 
because the present strength of our army is not sufficient for our 
mational defence. Every community, every village and town, will be 
eanvassed for signatures to this petition. but our nation being any- 
thing but soldatesque, I fear the appeal ll be something like a vox 
clamans in deserto. 

Some time ago Mr. Nierstrass, M.P., asked permission to interpellate 
the Minister of the Colonial Department about the state of our army in 
dava, especially the troops in Atohin. Mr. Van Goltatein has given, in 
to-day’s sitting, ample information about the force, its enrolment, and 
the measures taken for this purpose, both here and in Java. The 
state of affairs, he said, was very satisfactory ; the latest news from the 
Commander-in-Ohief was most encouraging. Mr. Nierstraaz expressed 
himself contented with this answer. 

The ex-Governor-General, Mr. J. Loudon, has arrived with his fami] 
at Lausanne, where he will reside for atime. In a few days he will 
visit the Hague, where he will remain as long as necessary for official 
affairs. The last mail brought us the famous book of Mr. de Roche- 
mont, “Loudon and Atchin.” The Liberal papers are simply furious 
about it. Vide the Vaderland :-—“ This hook will be bought by thou- 
ginds, but thousands will throw it away in disgust. We have read the 
book, but we cannot advise anybody to follow our example. How is it 

inle that his Excelleacy should not only have consented that this 
Cook choad be written, but that the Government’s archives should be 
ut at the disposal of the author?” After some further exclamations 
a the same sense, the paper says, ‘‘ We can well believe that the editor 
of the Java Bode, when he had read the book in prison, said, ‘ That is 
the coup de grace for Loudon!’” The manner in which Mr. de Roche- 
yaont flatters the ex-Governor-General, the manner in which his poi trait 
is exhibited upon the title-page, is simply disgusting ; but this is not the 
worst. The roost sickening chapter is that in which such men as Fransen 
Van de Putte, Verspyck, andNieuwenhuyzen are abused, to add to Lou- 
don’s glory. Verspyck is introduced as a man who did not even deserve 
en honourable dismissal for the services rendered by him to the State. 
Fransen Van de Putte is described as a person who co-operated with 
clamourous publicists’ to embarrass the political situation. All this 
fs for the deification of Loudon. There is only one Loudon, and De 
-Rechemont is his prophet! I am anxious to know what the Con- 
servative papers will have to say. Up to this moment they have not 
ken. ° 

The general opinion is that the debate which will take place to- 
morrow in the Second Chainber about the reasons which led to the 
dismissal of Governor-General Loudon and the uppointment of Mr. 
Van Lansberge will not be very animated. The Minister, it is asserted, 
ja quite right, and Mr. Loudon will be the first to acknowledge that the 
Winister neither caused nor wished for his resignation. The private 
Telations between these two high functionaries are said to be most 
friendiy. A rumour says that Mr. Mees, M.P. for Rotterdam, would 
vacate Lis seat in order that it might be filled by Mr. Loudon, but that 
the latter declines most positively to accept a seat in the Chamber. 

The King has appointed Mr. W. C. van Ovurdt Dutch Consul at 
Kanagawa and Yedo, in the place of Mr. J. M. Reynvaan. 

The academicat festival, which will tale place carly in the month of 
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June at Leyden, promises to be most splendid. Gigantic preparations 
are being made for the occasion. 

I regret to record the death of Jhr. Van Nispen hot Sevenaer, MP. 
Since 1849 he had represented the district ot Nymegen. He was a 
Roman Catholic, and one of the oldest members of the Second Cham- 
ber. He was respected by every one.

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THE CHURCH IN THE EAST. 

THE recent retirement of Bishop JERMYN of Colombo, 
on account of failing health, seems to be a fitting occasion 
for a few remarks on Episcopacy in the Far East, and 
these we hope to offer from no sectarian, no party stand- 
point, but with a simple regard for what we believe to be 
the true interests of religion on the broadest possible 
basis. The resignation of the Bishop of Colombo is re- 
garded by some as a seasonable opportunity for initiating 
what is after all a mere question of time,—the disestab- 
lishment of the Church in the East, There are not want- 
ing writers who would have Ceylon set the example to 
British India in Church matters, as it recently did in 
decimal currency. We fail to see any analogy in the two 
cases. We incline to the belief that not only will the 
vacancy be filled, but that the present or any future 
Ministry will approach the question of disestablishment in 
the East not from any one particular point, but on the 
basis of a fully-considered and well determined policy 
applicable to the entire Church, as it exists eastward of 
the Suez Canal. Opinions may differ as to the probable 
date of this action, but there can be little question that it 
wiil have to be approached and dealt with in a statesman- 
like manner, and that those whom it most nearly concerns 
will have time allowed them to make the needful prepa- 
rations for such a change of policy. For the credit of our 
common faith we sincerely trust that on this eventuating, 
the rock on which the Committee of the Colonial dara 2 
rics Fund split in regard to Hong Kong may be carefully 
avoided. 

The disestablishment of the Church does not necessa 
rily signify the sweeping away of all bishoprics. If the 
friends of the Church of England consider that, not- 
withstanding the withdrawal of State support, bishops 
are necdful for their system of ecclesiastical govern- 
ment, no doubt provision for their maintenance will be 
made by the Colonial Bishopric Fund Committee and the 
Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign 
Parts. In British India and in Ceylon there are sufficient 
bodies of clergy to demand some sort of authoritative guid- 
ance by means of an acknowledged head, and bishops like 
HeEsBor, CHAPMAN, and JERMYN have undoubtedly done 
good work. But these remarks fail to be applicable to 
some of the outlying settlements of the East. It cannot 
be to the advantage of theProtestant faith, striving to make 
its way in any of its various forms amongst Oriental 
nations, that there should be strife, or dissension, or un- 
worthiness within the Church, calculated to cause the 
finger of reproach to be pointed at it from without, espe- 
cially from those who are the objects of the Church’s 
solicitude. We have unfortunately seen this in one Eastern 
diocese, that of Hong Kong—which, though not existing 
as a State-paid establishment, is under the shadow of the 
Colonial Bishoprics Fund—a regretful source of discord and 
disunion in the Church. Many members of the Church 
of England in our Settlements in China fail to discover 
any reasonable grounds for the existence of a bishopric 
in that part of the world, where the need for a clerical 
supervision is so exceedingly limited. Much less reason 
was there for the creation of a second diocese in the 











North of China, and still more recently this marvel has |. 
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been exchanged for regret in view of the unsatisfactory 
footing on which one of these bishops stands in regard to 
the few chaplains supposed to be subject to his ecclestasti- 
cal rule and governance. The appointment of a Bisho 
of Labuan was an equally ill-considered measure, an 
although in these instances there are not the same grounds 
for criticism as in the case of State-paid dignitaries, we wish 
to direct the serious attention of those in authority whom it 
concerns to the extremely unsatisfactory state of the Church 
in the Far East. If it be considered by some that it is 
essential a ruler should be appointed over the clergy in 
China and other places, let them designate men whose 
temper, disposition, and qualities fit them to advise and 

ide instead of fostering discord. Above all, let our 
Golonial office act with decision as to the maintenance or 
discontinuance of Colonial Bishoprics. At present the 
policy is harassing, uncertain, and unsatisfactory. 


A DEPUTATION from the British and Foreign Anti- 
Slavery Association waited on the 11th inst. upon Lord 
CARNARVON, at the Colonial-office, to urge upon him to 
take some steps to put down coolie labour in some of our 
colonies, They stated that they considered the employ- 
ment of coolies was only slavery in another name, and was 
kept up merely to foster the mercantile and planting in- 
terests. Lord CARNARVON, we are glad to notice, gave a 
statesmanly reply to the deputation, expressing his opinion 
that “considering the commercial depression that exists 
“in many of the West India Islands, a system of coolie 
“‘ importations, if it can be administered under due safe- 
“ guards, should be favoured by the Government.” There 
is no doubt that under such circumstances coolie emi- 
gration can be made not only conducive to the development 
of the resources of many valuable countries, but may be of 
the highest advantage to the coolies themselves. While we 
should be the last to uphold anything like the abo- 
minable system of crimping and kidnapping which were 
long the di of the coolie emigration from Macao, 
we believe that there is nothing of more importance than 
bhe discovery of some means of making the great labour- 
power of China available to the world ; and that it is the 
part of our statesmen, while setting their faces sternly 
against all systems which may be tainted with such abuses 
as existed in the Macao trade, to endeavour earnestly to 
encourage fs Hong emigration under due safeguards, 
that the coolies emigrate voluntarily, and are protected 
in their rights in the colonies to which they proceed. 


WE have to express our great satisfaction with the 
course pursued by Mr. WADE, our Minister at Peking, in 
his negotiations with the Chinese Government on the 
subject of the murder of Mr. Marcary. According 
to a telegram received from Shanghai through REUTER’S 
agency it appears that the Hon. T. G. GRoSVENOR, one pf 
the Secretaries of the Legation at Peking, and Mr. Cot- 
BORNE BABER, of the Consular Service, have been appointed 
to proceed with the Chinese Commissioner to the province 
of Yunan, to investigate the circumstances connected with 
this atrocity, with a view to ascertain the real authors. We 
congratulate these gentlemen on the opportunity thus 
afforded for distinguishing themselves by the accomplish- 
ment of this object. It is to be regretted that the PRiwE 
MINISTER, in his announcement in the House of Commons, 
did not communicate this information. 


THE naval complement in the China seas is still far 
below the requirements of the station, but we understand 
that, with every disposition to increase its strength, the 
Admiralty have not at their disposal suitable vessels. But, 
as soon as possible, it is intended to despatch two or three 
vessels suitable for the requirements, including the Fawn, 
for surveying purposes on the coast of China. The Sylvia 
we believe, 1s fully occupied in surveys of the coast an 
harbours of Japan. We trust that Admiral RypeEr will 
not allow Hong Kong to be represented by a single lame 
duck, such as H.M.S. Elk. It has been rumoured that 
instructions have been given to Admiral RYDER to despatch 
a vessel to the Korea for the purpose of reconnoitring and 
reporting to the Admiralty, but we believe nothing special 
has been ordered in this direction.

My Lord,—I have the honour to transmit the copy of a letter dated 
June 38, 1874, from Messrs. Pustau and Co.,a German firm in this 
Colony, complaining of statements made by me, and published in Par- 
liamentary Paper No. 2 (1874), respecting the Macao Coolie Tride. I 
also transmit copies of letters from Messrs. Pustau on the same sub- 
ject, which they deem essential to their justification, and which do not 
appear in the published correspondence. I trust that it is hardly 
needful for me to preface my remarks by disclaiming all desire to in- 
jure the good name and honour of a firm with some of whose members 
I am on the most friendly terms. 

Your Lordship will observe that in my despatch dated September 3, 
1873, of which they complain, I express my surprise (and I might have 
sincerely added my regret) to find them acting as Agents for three of 
the most notorious coolie slave ships on the coast. 


allusion is made to the attack upon the late Mr. MARGARY. 
The Times seems to consider that it does not appear 
that the King of BuURMAH was responsible for the matter, 
although it is possible he may have instigated some of the 
Chiefs to make the attack.

THE MACAO COOLIE TRADE. 

A Parliamentary Paper has been published, containing fur- 
ther correspondence on the Macao Coolie trade, from which we 
extract the following :— 


Messrs. Pustav and Co. to Governor KENNEDY. 
Hong Kong, June 8, 1874. 

Your Excellency,—From a friendly hand we just received a copy of 
the Blue-book, entitled ‘‘ China, No. 2, 1873 : Correspondence respect- 
ing the Macao Coolie Trade,” and it is with deep regret and pain that 
we perceive in it, on page 5, an inaccuracy and imputation affecting us, 
which appears based upon erroneous impressions, and calls for imme- 
diate contradiction. 

Ad. 1. We most respectfully deny the justification of your accusa- 
tion that we are directly concerned in the Coolie Trade. 

Ad. 3. Steamer Nelusko. We had informed the Acting Harbour-master 
at once that we were not agents of her, and it is a matter of surprise to 
us that your Excellency entirely omits cognisance of our letter of the 
93rd of August, 1878, to the Harbour-master, a copy of which we 
herein inclose. 

We will, under the circumstances, tender an explanation as regards 
this steamer, because if this case remains as represented by your Excel- 
lency, it may mislead to the belief that we were indeed directly con- 
cerned in the Macao Coolie Trade, which insinuation we have every 
reason to reject. 

The steamer Nelusko, in consideration of our supplying most of her 
cargo from London to Hong Kong and Shanghai, was to be consigned 
to our firm also for outward employment. She was thus consigned to 
us on her return from Shanghai, and until the end of July, 1873, when 
her captain declared that he wished tu take no other than a coolie 
charter, upon which he was at once told by us that we would not lend 
our hands for such a purpose, and we accordingly lost the commission 
on an outward freight rather than procure a coolie charter for the 
steamer. 

We afterwards heard that the captain of the Nelusko had himself 
carried out his intention, which to hinder was as little in our power as 
in your Excellency’s. 

Ad. 3. Louisa Canevaro and Columbia. These vessels came here for 
repairs, under circumstances detailed in our letters of 23rd of August, 
1873, addressed to the Harbour-master; and 23rd, 25th, and 28th of 
August, 1873, addressed to the Colonial Secretary, and the simple ser- 
vices to be rendered to above vessels can, in fairness, and in our humble 
opinion, not be construed into the imputed inference. 

We crave your Excellency’s attention to our letter of the 28rd of 
August, 1878, addressed to the Colonial Secretary, explaining :— 


“ At the same time we beg to inform you that our agency, as on 
former occasions with these ships, refers to her (the Louisa Canevaro) 
only whilst under repairs, and such temporary agency is necessitated 
from the owners only by the insurance being effected in London, con- 
sequently she had to repair under Lloyd’s Surveyor’s supervision, and 
the average papers required due form.” 


It is pretty well known in this Colony that our such agency never 
extended any farther. We, therefore, most respectfully repeat that 
we have always refused tobe in any way connected with the coolie 
trade, and your Excellency may sympathise with our resolve not to ap- 
pear charged to thecontrary. May it therefore please your Excellency 
to fulfil our most respectful requests to supply the Secretary of State 
also with copies of our letters of 23rd of August, 1873, addressed to 
the Harbour-master ; and 23rd and 25th of August, 1873, addressed to 
the Colonial Secretary ; and of the present letter, or to take such mea- 
sures as it may appear expedient to your Excellency’s impartiality for 
their appearance in the next Blue-book, which direct course of publicity 
we would infinitely prefer to any other form, though the harm inflicted 
on us unjustly can hardly be mitigated thereby. Noticing from the 
letter of Lord Tenterden of 2nd of December, 1873, to Mr. Herbert 
that the incomplete correspondence has been communicated to the Ger- 
man Ambassador in London, we request your kind permission to sup- 
ply full copies also of the present to the German Consul, with the re- 
quest to forward them to the German Ambassador in London. 


It is a duty to ourselves, the oldest German firm in Hong Kong, to 
keep our good namein honour, and your Excellency may rest assured

COOLIE LABOUR. 

On the 11th inst. a deputation from the British and Foreign Antt- 
Slavery Society had an interview with Lord Carnarvon, at the Colo- 
nial-office, to take some steps to put down coolie labour in some of the 
colonial possessions, which they considered was only slavery in another 
name, and was kept up merely to foster the mercantile and planting 
interests. They urged that the war in Cuba would end in the intro- 
duction of coolie labour from China, and that England ought to set 
Spain an example by abolishing coolie labour altogether unless every 
check and safeguard were applied. The true principles which governed 
emigration they held to be these :—That it is properly the object of 
Government supervision, but not of Government assistance in any 
pecuniary sense ; tha’ contracts for labour be only recocnised or en- 
forced which are made by the labourer with a full knowledge of the 
work to be done, and in the country where such labour has to be per- 
formed ; and that where such emigration is permitted something fike 
an equality in the respective numbers of both sexes be maintained. 
In the independent course of action which had already distinguished 
the administration of his lordship the deputation considered they had 
a guarantee that if his lordship found the policy pursued by his pre- 
decessors to be either at variance with the principles of a sound poli- 
tical economy, or subversive of the just liberties of the governed, or 
inimical to the true interests of the Empire, he would discontinue it, 

The Hon. Evelyn Ashley and Mr. Sturge having made a few remarks, 
and put in a memorial embodying their views, Lord Carnarvon re- 
plied—I am very glad to find that there is not altogether a unanimous 
opinion in favour of the memorial just read. I should be aorry if it 
were 80. It would open, of course, a very wide ground, and would 
imply an assent to conclusions on an important subject to which I am 
not prepared to subscribe. I hold distinctly that having especie] 
reference to the commercial depression that exists in many of the West 
Indian islands, provided that you can administer a system of coolie 
importation under due safeguards, it is the duty of the Government to 
do so, and to give what assistance they can—not indeed as one speaker 
has put it, to one single class in these islaads, but for the benefit of 
the whule, because the planters, though only a single class, if able te 
hold their own, promote the general prosperity uf the whole colony. 
At the same time I feel the importance of watching such a system 
very closely. I have considered this subject carefully. Where there 
is @ veg redundant population with low wages iu one place, and where 
in another that labour can be employed with great advantages to all 
parties, it is not only justifiable, but it is right on the part of the Go- 
vernment to give what assistance we can. That applies to another 
point, viz., the traffic amongst the Polynesian Islands. I ahould 
like to remind the deputation on one point, because it coincides 
with the view taken by Bishop Patteson (in whom there could 
not have been a more devoted follower of many of the princi- 
ples which this deputation has had at heart). Bishop Patteson: 
distinctly laid down in his letters his wish not that the trade should 
be repressed, but that it should be regulated so that it should become, 
instead of a curse end an evil, a great blessing. I have to thank you 
for the very flattering opinion you hold of me. I can freely say that 
I rejoice extremely that it has fallen to my fortune to carry through 
the emancipation of the slaves in West Africa. It has, however, been 
a work which required a good deal of consideration and many pre 
cautions. It could not be lightly undertaken, but having been under- 
taken, I think I may assure the deputation that so far as the very 
latest reports have been received it has been carried through success- 
fully, and with far fewer difficulties and delays than one could have 
reasonably anticipated. It may be interesting to the deputation if I 
mention one or two of the received facts with regard to it. There 
have been a few instances of slave dealing since the abolition ordi- 
nances, but wherever the transactions have come to light they have 
been repressed, and repressed very firmly and with great determination 
by the local Government. I think, moreover, that the scheme of eman- 
cipation is widely and well known throughout the whole of the Pro- 
tectorate, It was at one time a question as to how far it was generally 
understood, but I think that doubt is at an end. Of course, it was 
impossible not to entertain apprehension that in so great a social change 
as that of the emancipation of the slaves some disturbance to industry 
might take place, but I am within the truth when I state that the 
latest despatches show no sign of serious, still less of permanent, dis- 
turbance of trade and industry, In some recent telegrams or reports 
it was stated that trade was falling off at Accra. Well, trade no doubt 
has been slack at Accra, but it has been proportionately greater at 
some other places on the Coast ; and the revenue, I am happy to be- 
lieve, is generally holding its own. Too much cannot be attached to 
the maintenance of revenue on the Gold Coast. It is there, as in many 
other places, the secret of good policy, and so long as we can maintain 
a sufficient revenue so long we shall be able to carry out such reforms 
as the state of things and society permits. That has hitherto been the 
case. It has resulted in the maintenance of general tranquillity, with 
an apparently great satisfaction along the whole of the Coast. J think 
there remains one other subject for me to tous wpen, and that is the 
allusion to Natal. I can only say on that subject—whicb was one that 
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cost me a great deal of painful consideration—that I simply did that 
which I believed to be right in the matter, and as time goes on, when 
the angry feelings which have been aroused have had time to subside, I 
doubt not more justice will be done to the course which I have taken, 
and it will be seen that the action taken was quite as much in the in- 
terest of the whole part of the colony as it was in the interests of 
the other and larger portion of Her Majesty’s subjects. Natal is a 

nificent country, but it merely furms part of the stil! larger terri- 
tory of South Africa, and for South Africa I contemplate in the future 
a development of vast prosperity, the natural resources of that country 
are so great ; the native population, which has been, perhaps, a source 
of difficulty and danger, can, as I believe, be converted into a source of 
strength. Some may think that there is a differenco between these 
great objects—the material development of the country, and the pro- 

treatment of the natives ; but I believe, for my own part, that, so 

from there being any difference, they are quite consistent. It is 
unnecessary to say another word on that subject. I desire, for my 
own part, as far as possible, that irritation should now disappear, for I 
very often think “the least said,” to use a very homely phrase, ‘the 
sooner mended.” I have great confidence in Sir Garnet Wolseley’s 
ability, and in that which exists in all English colonists when the irri- 
tation of the moment has disappeared, that they will be governed by 
their own strong good sense of justice and right feeling. 

Mr. Chesson, Mr. Jenkins, M.P., Mr. Fowler, M.P., and Sir Henry 
Havelock also urged the views of the Aborigines Society for increased 
vigilance on the part of the Government. Sir Henry Havelock, from 
personal knowledge of Sir Garnet Wolseley, could say that no better 
administrator could be appointed for Natal. ~ 


THE LATE ADMIRAL SHERARD OSBORN. 

Mr. H. N. Lay writes to The Times as follows:—My absence from 
town has prevented my noticing your article on Admiral Osborn 
before. Your encomium of him I most cordially endorse. As allusion 
is made to my name, permit me for the sake of accuracy to point out 
one or two errors in your reference to Chinese matters. The Emperor 
of China did not, as you say, offer the command of the fleet through 
me to Captain Osborn. I was intrusted with its organisation, and 
Captain Oshorn was selected by me to command it. I should wisn to 
claim the credit of his appointment, and am unwilling to divide 
it with the Chinese Government. When Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment granted an Order in Council giving to Captain Osborn and 
myself the power to organise a military and naval force fur China 
for two years, it was upon the faith of the most solemn pledges 
that such authority should never be abused to the detriment 
of British interests, which, be it said in passing, are ever iden- 
tical with the best interests of China. I returned to that country 
some time before Captain Osborn's arrival with the fleet, and found 
that Major (now Colonel) Gordon had been allowed to enter the ser- 
vice of the provincial authorities. The Imperial Government per- 
ceiving the advantage to its old stupid policy that this oversight on our 
part would afford them, implored me to acquiesce therein and agree 
that Cartain Osborn should occupy a like position. I refused ; and, 
if at all mindful of the pledges I had given in England, how could I, 
with my knowledge of Chinese character, act otherwise? Captain Os- 
born arrived, and we both agreed that to accept the Gordon position 
would be wittingly to involve ourselves in doings which we could 
neither prevent nor defend. The treacherous massacres sume time 
afterwards at. Soochow within your memory confirmed the sound- 
ness of our judgment. We turned na deaf ear to the efforts— 
spread over six months—-of the Imperial Government to per- 
suade us into acquiescence, and so long as they could get 
Major Gordon to do their work of repression they were able to 
set the fleet at defiance. The result is known. But the Chinese 
Government, although in form repudiating, did not in fact repu- 
diate their engagement. Conscious of their own wrong-doing, and 
actuated by fear that I should denuunce their behaviour to Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government on my return home, they defrayed, upon my com- 
mand, the cost of the fleet homewards, and, in fulfilment of a promise, 
remitted to me in London £40,000 towards that object, but this sum 
uot being required, was returned to them. Unfortunately, we had no 
one here with eyes to discern the situation, and so the real facts were 
smothered. The history of the fleet has yet to be written, and the 
vicious policy of suffering our people to become the tools, instead of the 
guides, of the Chinese Government will, I make bold to say, before long 
be made manifest to all. And this opinion was, I am able to say, 
strongly and frequently expressed by Admiral Osborn, and so recently 
as within a few weeks of his lamentable decease.” 





The Indian Government invite tenders, to be opened on the 
16th June next, for a loan of £2,500,000 sterling in promissory 
notes, bearing interest at the rate of 4 per cent. perannum. The 
form and condition of these notes will be those of the notes of 
the transfer loan of lst May, 1865, of which loan they will form 
apart. The minimum rate at which tenders will be accepted 
will be recorded under the signature of the Comptroller-General, 
and declared before any tender is opened. The notes will be 
payable to order, and interest thereon will be paid half-yearly, 
on the Ist May and Ist November in each year. 

Messrs. Morton, Rose, and Co. invite subscriptions for 
$1,584,000 in Six per Cent. Gold Coupon Bonds of the City of 
New York. The loan is issued for the redemption of other City 
bonds due in 1874. The issue price is £201 per $1,000 bond, 
or £100 10s. per $500 bond, and the principal is to be repayable 
in gold coin in New York on the lst November, 1896. The first 
coupon for interest will be payable on lst November next, 

An issue of £92,400 Six per Cent. Sterling Bonds of the Gity 
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of Ottawa, at the price of 103 per cent., is announced by Messrs. 
Grant Brothers and Co. The bonds, which are issued for the 
purpose of completing the construction of waterworks, are se- 
cured on the water rates and by a rate in aid to be levied on the 
whole of the assessable property of the city. 

At a special meeting of the Globe Telegraph and Trust Com- 
pany (Limited), a resolution was passed authorising the issue of 
£2,000,000 further capital, which will raise the capital of the 
Company to £5,000,000. 

The suspension has been reported of Messrs. Wilkinson, Watt 
and Co., coal exporters, ship-brokers, &., of West Hartlepool 
The liabilities are stated to be about £100,000 and the assets 
£120,000. The latter, however, are subject to realisation, and 
consist chiefly of shares in steamships and public companies. 
The difficulties of the firm are stated to have arisen from losses 
incurred by the failure of Messrs. Richardson a short time back, 
and it is considered likely that other embarrassments will follow. 

During the week ended the 8th inst. the quantity of tea taken 
from the bonded warehouses in London was 3,347,127 lb., of 
which 2,162,944 lb. was for home cousumption, 740,665 Ib. wag 
removed coastwise, 36(),971 lb. was exported, 78,079 lb. was sent 
coastwise for immediate export, and 4,468 lb. was for ships’ 
stores. The amount of duty received was £54,074. 

The market for Bar Silver has been very quiet during the 
week. The arrivals have been very small, and the amounts to 
hand, about £35,000 in all, have been sold at 57d. per oz., show- 
ing no alteration in price. There has been some inquiry for 
Mexican Dollars, but no transactions have yet taken place, the 
price remains, therefore, as last quoted, 56d. per oz. 


‘ THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the month of April have been 
issued, and show, for the first time for a long period, an increase 
in the exports, the total value being, £20,221,830, against 
£19,432,270 in April last year, and £21,343,026, in April, 1873, 
being an augmentation of about 4 per cent. in the one case and 
a diminution of 5$ per cent. in the other. When it is remem- 
bered that most of our export commodities are now at lower 
prices than at this period last year this return must be regarded 
as satisfactory. Taking textile fabrics as the basis, being the 
most important section in our exports, we find that cotton piece 
goods have increased 21} per ceat. in quantity and 18} per cent. 
in value ; linens are about 244 per cent. higher in quantity, 
while the value has augmented 19} per cent.; jute goods have 
been shipped to the extent of 31 per cent. more in quantity, but 
the corresponding value is only 8} per cent. higher; wuollen 
cloths show an increase of 17 per cent. in quantity, and 
18 per cent. in value; and worsted stuffs of 9} per cent. 
in quantity, and 3} per cent.m value. Of coal the ship- 
ments are about 11,000 tons more, or about 1 per cent. 
increase ; of alkali, nearly 4 per cent. more in quantity, while 
the value has fallen off 94.per cent. Of iron and steel (raw 
and manufactured), the quantity has augmented about 9¢ per 
cent., and the diminution in the value is about 11 per cent. 
Every description of the manufactured article has increased, 
except railroad ; and in Pp iron the quantity shipped is 50 per 
cent. more than in April last year. Yarns, cotton, linen, and 
jute have all been exported to a far greater degree, while silk 
and woollen sorts exhibit a decrease. Among the articles which 
show a decline in value are—apparel, 9 per cent.; bags and 
sacks, 30 per cent.; and haberdashery, 9 per cent., and the chief 
increase, apart from those commodities already mentioned, has 
been—in arms, &c., 45} per cent.; earthenware, 4 per cent., 
and leather, 8 per cent. The total value of the imports in 
the month was £30,327,214, against £31,616,521 in April, 
1874, and £31,237,960 in a i 1873—a decline of 4 fe 
cent. and 3 per cent. respectively. The chief cause of this has 
been smaller arrivals and lower prices of raw cotton, the quan- 
tity imported being 1,128,605 cwt., valued at £3,803,036, against 
1,553,691 cwt., valued at £5,723,655, in the corresponding month 
last year, or a diminution of 27} per cent. in quantity, and 33% 
per cent. in value. The other principal articles which have con- 
tributed to this decline are coffee, flax, indigo, rice, raw silk, raw 
sugar, an timber, the decrease in the value of the latter bein 
nearly one million sterling. Of wheat the quantity impor 
has been 3,707,275 cwts., against 2,561,132 cwt. last April, chiefly 
from Russia and the United States ; while the corresponding 
values are £1,892,788 this year, and £1,678,642 last, being an 
augmentation of 44} per cent. in quantity, and only 12} per 
cent. in value.
